in the city, such as the Lions Club, 
Masonic Club, Business M en’s As­ 
sociation, women's clubs, etc., so 
that we may have an opinion from 
those vitally concerned w ith the 
welfare of the community in ref­ 
erence to this question.”

How To Teach 
Children To Swim 


(Continued from last week’s issue.) 


B y JO H N W. B E S T 
Teacher of Swimming, Colonial 
House 


After following the instructions as 
given in last week’s article and the 
child has learned to dog-paddle with 
the aid of water-wings he (or she) 
should be taught that the buoyancy 
comes from the air in 
the 
water- 
wings and that the arms and legs 
are only propellors and should not 
be relied upon to keep him upon the 
surface of the water. 
At this stage 
emphasis should be placed on cor­ 
rect breathing 
(as 
previously ex­ 
plained), 
complete 
relaxation and 
the co-ordination of the arms and 
legs, using one downward kick of 
the left leg to one short pull of the 
right arm and vice-versa. 
In 
this 
dog-paddle 
stroke 
the 
hands should not come above the 
surface to cause any splashing and 
the chin should be down 
to 
the 
water line. 
This exercise requires very little 
energy and can be kept up for sev­ 
eral trips back and forth across the 
pool, preferably in deep water, in 
order to have the child gain com­ 
plete confidence and 
a 
disregard 
for depth. 
The temperature of the water and 
the condition of the child should de­ 
termine the duration of each swim­ 
ming period. 
Last week I gave the names of 
several children of well known De­ 
troit families who could dive and 
swim well at three years of age and 
next week I w ill name several chil­ 
dren of well known Southern Cali­ 
fornia 
families 
who 
have 
done 
equally well at three years and even 
younger, taught by the same meth­ 
od that I am describing in my series 
of articles which I am contributing 
weekly for the Desert Sun at the re­ 
quest of the editor and for the in­ 
formation of parents and others who 
may be interested in child training 
for the prevention of many fatalities 
which seem to occur too frequently 
owing to youngsters 
lacking 
the 
ability to swim even a few strokes 
to safety.
